The Montgomery County Division of Solid Waste Services recently

recognized the achievements of resident recycling volunteers,
businesses and their employees, multi-family property managers
and their residents, and school students for their contributions
to the success of Montgomery County’s recycling program. Over
80 individuals, businesses and properties received recognition.

Montgomery County’s overall recycling rate is 44 percent. To increase
recycling, everyone must do their part and place recyclable materials
into the appropriate containers for recycling. While the single-family
sector is recycling more than 53 percent of its waste stream, the
business or non-residential sector is recycling just over 40 percent
and multi-family properties are recycling over 14 percent of their
respective waste streams.

Waste Reduction Tips

Last year, over 1.1 million tons of waste
was generated in Montgomery County.
The County’s preferred method of
managing solid waste begins with waste
reduction. By reducing the amount of
waste generated, there is no need to
determine whether that material can be
recycled, and if not, how it should be
disposed.

Residents and businesses alike can take simple steps

towards reducing their impact on the environment

by reducing the amount of waste generated. Waste
reduction can lead to reduced purchasing costs and

lower disposal costs. Additional benefits include
reducing the amount of energy and pollution
generated used to create products, and conserves
natural resources for generations to come.

What can you do? Let your community know how
they can make a difference. Feel free to use the

following tips in your community newsletter or on
your website. When you host a meeting or other

activity, post these tips in easy-to-read locations for

everyone to read.

e When shopping, use reusable shopping
bags. Try to refrain from taking a bag

when purchasing one or just a few
items.

e Purchase items in bulk.

e Save paper by sending

information electronically

whenever possible.

Reduce e Reuse

e If you must print, print on both
sides of the paper. Use the
backside of single-sided copies for
scratch paper.

e Use rechargeable batteries.

e Make “waste-free” lunches. Use
reusable and washable containers,
flatware, and cloth napkins.

e Use reusable cups or mugs whenever
possible, instead of using disposal cups.

Request your address be removed from
unwanted mailing lists. Visit DMAchoice.org or
catalogchoice.org to remove your address from

unwanted mailing lists.

Consider purchasing and using refillable printing
cartridges.

Donate unwanted but good quality clothing,
furniture, appliances and food to charitable
organizations. Visit Montgomery County’s Use
It Again website for a list of organizations at
montgomerycountymd.gov/recycling.

Grasscycle your grass clippings by leaving the
grass clippings on the lawn after mowing. If

you use a lawn service company, let them know
you want to grasscycle and request that they
leave the grass clippings directly on the lawn.
Grasscycling adds nutrients back into the soil,
resulting in a healthy lawn. Grasscycling reduces
the need to use commercial fertilizers, and
reduces runoff from rain and melting snow.

County Announces New Pick-Up Locations for Compost Bins

Effective July 1, 2010, Montgomery County’s Regional Service Centers are no longer distributing compost
bins to residents. The Division of Solid Waste Services has been working closely with numerous retail
outlets willing to provide compost bins to residents. Below is a list of current locations where residents

can obtain a compost bin at no additional charge. Remember, these bins are designed in such a way
that only yard trim materials should be placed inside for composting. The Division hosts composting
workshops throughout the year.
